| V otherwiſe called Ehfte- 
rick Fits, or Fits of the Mo- 
ther,'is a Diſeaſe which more 
generally afflicts Humane Kind, than 
any other whatſoever ; and Proteus 
like, transforms it ſelf into the ſhape 
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and repreſentation of almoſt all Di- 
ſtempers. And though ſeveral Au- 
thors have writ on this Subject, I find 
none, who have cenſidered it with | 
that ſerious Attentien, which is re- 
quiſite for the perfect Diſcevery of 

the Cauſes and Symptoms of ſucha 
Diſtemper. Ingepious de [who | 
put us in a way ofexplaining Mecha- 
n ically the Functions of Man's Body, 
but had himſelf the common Fate of 
Inventors, not to bring his Work to 
Perfectianq grounds a Syſteme upon 
his on N8rwps ; which, though 
plauſible and witty, yet many times 
want Reaſon back d by Experience, 

and Matter of Fact, to ſupport them. 
Practical Hdenbam ſlighits Reaſon, re- 
lying totally upon Experience; and 
Joes not reflect, that it is Study and 
Reaſon that mult find out the Cauſes 

of Diſtempers, and their Cures. Ri- 
verius had much Learning and Expe- | 
rience, but wanted thoſe. great lights 
into Nature, which Anatomical and 
Philoſophical Diſcoveries in theſe our 
daes have-given us. And ſince we 
have both;the benefit of their Write- 
ings, art tall new Diſcoveries, ve 
8 hope 
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hope to give more Satisfactory Rea- 
ſons for what ſhall be advanc'd, than 
thoft Authors could who wanted 
theſe advantages we have. My de- 
ſign is, firſt, to number up all or moſt 
of the Sy-proms and Accidents of this 
Diſeaſe: Next to ſeek out the Cauſes 
that are capable of producing them;

No to tell infallibly at what hour 
the Paroxyſm will come, and what 
Symptoms it will produce, it is ne- 
ceſſary to know firſt, What degree of 
Coagulation theſe Crudities have : 
Secondly, The Maſs of the Particles 
which are to ferment : And Thirdly, 
What quantity of movement it is, 
that puts them in motion: Which 


being impoſſible to be known, it will

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ſuffice to fay, that theſe Crudities be-

In the firſt place, the violent Heat riden 
is produced by the Concurrence of bea.

and divide the ſulphurious Parts of

they can admit but of a ſmall] Quan- 


tity of Air. As for the Headache, it 
is producd by the violent Diſtention 
' which the Blood makes as it paſles 
thro' the Head; whereupon the Spi- 


rits are forc'd with a rapid Motion, 


up to the Brain, and caule this trou · 
bleſome Senſation. The reaſon why 
this uneaſie, painful Senſation is more 
perceptible in the Head than elſe- 
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where, is, becauſe the Blood being 
attenuated and volatiz d, maunts in 
a greater quantit/ than uſually up to 
the Head, whereupon there enſues a 
greater diſtention of the Blood- veſſels 
ind fleſhy Parts thro which the 
Blood paſſes. This diſtention im- 
parts a violent Motion to the Peri- 
cranium, Which is a Nervous Mem- 
brane of exquiſite Senſe, and the 
Skull which is next to it, being a 
ſolid hard Body, receives little of its 
Motion: Wherefore it is almoſt all 
imparted with violence by the Spirits 
up to the Brain; whereas in other 
Parts of the Body which are more 
fleſhy, a great Part of the Motion 
is communicated to the ſlack yield- 
ing Fibres of the Muſcles, and what 
remains, gives but a moderate Mo- 
tion to the Spirits.

ſerv d to have preceded it: And ſince 
it is matter of Fact that the Pulſe is 
far more Quick in this Conſtitution, 
than in any of the abovemention d;

good Reaſon to ſay that the Sulphurs 
of the Blood are more open, and the 
Salts do more eaſily meet, and fer- 
ment with one another, than in the 
other Conſtitutions.

out a proportionable Mixture of 
Salts and Sulphurs; but when the 
Hot fit has been on for ſome time, 
then the Urine turns of a high Co-

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lour, and reddiſh ; the violent Fer- 
mentation, having attenuated, and 
divided the Salts, and Sulphurs of 
the Blood, ſo, as to let a greater 
Proportion of them be ſeparated in 
the Kidneys with the Urine. The 3 
beſt Reaſon I can give of the Pe- | 
nome kon in queſtion, is, that where- il 
as by Anger, or any violent Paſſon of

or more of them happen to a Pati- 
ent by Intervals, and do not appear

This is eaſie e- 
nough to be known: But what is 
moſt difficult in this Diſtemper, and

| Conſtitution of the Patient's Blood, 


whether it be of a groſs, thick Na- 
ture, difficult to ferment; or open 
and eaſie to be put into an Ebulliti- 
on; For from thence he muſt take 
his Curative Indication, which ought 
to be of a quite different Natöre, 
according to the Difference off the 


Cauſes: And hence it comes that the 
_ generality of Phyſicians have ſo lit; 


tle Succeſs in the Curing of Vapours, 
becauſe they Preſcribe. the ſame Re- 
medies for all Hyfterick Fits ; where:

different Remedies: As for Example;

Rom what has been ſaid in the pre- 
ceding Chapters, it is Evident that 
the Indication inthe Cure of this Diſeaſe, 
is to remove the Crudities and Indigeſtions 
which lie in the Guts and Stomach; to 
correct the Vices which its Ferment hath 
Contracted, and cleanſe the Blood of thoſe 
vicious Salts which pervert its Natural 
Diſpoſitions ; as alſo to take away Ob- 
ſtructions, and appeaſe the turbulent Mo- 
tions of the Spirits. For which end, the 


- Phyſician, before he Preſcribes any Re- 


medies, ought ſeriouſly to examin Whe- 
ther theConltitution of his Patient, and the 


Nature of the Diſeaſe be ſuch as might 
have render'd th: Blood Thick, Groſs, 


and Difficult to Ferment; or Open and 
eaſy to be Exagitated or put into an Ebul- 
lition. Again there are certain ReMe- 
dies which appeaſe and allay the Sym- 
ptoms for the preſent ; and others, which, 
tho' they give no immediate Eaſe, ſtrike - 
at the Root of the Diſtemper, and are 
proportion'd to the Entire Extirpating of 
it.
